The great battle in the Bultic Provinces is atill intense, the 
Russians have hitherto magnificently withstood fierce assaults, 

A communique saya that the Russians defeated the enemy to 
the west of Riga, Friedrichstadt and especially in _the region of 
Eckou where the Germane flad abandoning quantities of grenades 
and ammunition. The Russisns continue to follow up the advantege. 

The situation before Dwinsk itself is stationary. 

The Russiana were also auccessful among the Lakes of Novo 
Alexandrowek, getting in with the bayonet, taking many prisoners 
and.soma machine guns, One height alone cnsnged handa six times. 

There ia fighting everywhere around Smorgono whioh is 
frequently most intense, while soathward ia the Upper Neimen 
region, the Hassisns ongaged the Germias in a hand to hand fight. 

_ Garioua actiona have developed from this sort, of fighting which baa 
been frequent of lat aad the Rassisns have invariably given proof 
of their high qaalities, bravery and. tecacity.

ENEMY INTRIGUE IN AMERICA.

Though the lengthy wire which wo published yesterday relative 
. fo the conduot of Germans and Austrians in America carrie ua little 
farther aa regarda informstion, it at least xeems to hint that America 
io not content to let the matter slide, The quotation from tho letter 
written by Captain von Papen obviously contradicts the somewhat 
Jambering story told by that“ lisr of the firat magnitudé,” Ooant 
Barnstorff. Itia ncticeoble that both lettera breathe the same opinions 
sa to the American character, It is nota flattering one and ie not 
by any meane altogether justified, but we have long known thet the 
German mind is proae to forming hasty conclusions. The American 
President is not auch 4 fool as he may look, and it is conceivable that, 
when all things come to be reckoned up at the end of the war, the 
United Ctates will have the laugh on many points whereon she may 
seem ¢o be half asleep when judged by the Germans, . 

Of couras America cannot besaid to be entirely free from blamo. 
She has baen suspicious where she should have trusied, aad trust{ul 
where an attitude of auspicion would best hive bacome her ; she has 
done us Britishers considerably lesa than justice, and the Germans 
and Austrians considerably more ; she bas allowed herself to be sway- 

, od by eentiment and by business considerations, and never ceema to 
have etrack the happy middle between theso two extreme points: 

- that of atriot pmpartislity, The German brsiu, not being eacainber- 
od by any sentiment in this case, has been able to see very clearly 
what wae behind America’s attitude and has known exactly how to 
put it to profit. Probably had i¢ not been for the sinking of the 
Lusitania and the subsequent piling of insult on insult by the Ger- 
mons, the secret working indulged in by  Connt 
Bernat ff ond Dr. Damba would never have been 
unnecessary; for it ia genorally actepted that America, in the 
early days of the war was manifestly pro-German, She could believa 
evil of ug, but not of Germany. Needless to ta: the tables have long 
since been turned, indeed one of the gcoi resalta to arieo from the 
war ehould, and probably will, be a better permanent understanding 
botweer Britain and America. For all her love of business Ainerica 
roapeota straight fighting, and the real heart of her will be sean to 
-bo ontirely with os and against Germany long before peace ia 
declared: ;
